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CLEARANCE OF FLIGHTS

Section 61,7110 of the Civil Air Regulations is amended to read
as Tollows:

“ 61.7110 Clearance of fiights.

{a) pOn alternate routes. Clearance of flights on alternate routes
shall not be permitted unless such route or routes have been approved
and listed in the air carrier operating certificate and conditions on
tne reguiar route are such that the flight would otherwise be canceled
or deiayed, or when for the purpose of keeping pilots qualified over
guch routes, When flighte are cleared over alternate routes due to con-
ditions on the regular route being such that flight is considered inad-
visable, the weather conditions on the alternate route shall be equal
to or better than thoge listed in the air carrier operating certificate
for the particular elternate route.

(b) From aiternate airports. Clearance of flights from an altear-
nate airport over an unauthorized route to an airport on an authorized
route shall not be permitted unless the flights can be made in accord-
ance with the provisions of B 61, 200. "
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
